The 
moderate selling plater Jimp has the honor of 
having captured the greatest number of races. 
Twelve have achieved double figures in the 
number of their victories. As in the case of the 
two-year-olds, it is worth noting that none of 
the double figure winners is counted among the 
bright stars of its age, although May Beach and 
Georgie are brilliant sprinters and Zoroaster 
is a sturdy ana improving colt. In the 
table here published the names of all 
three -year -olds that have won five or 
more races are given and in addition the names 
r of a number that have not won so many, yet 

by reason of exhibitions of speed or staying 
power at one time or another have held out the 
promise of shining in the racing records of 
next year. It will be observed that in this 
latter division are such performers as Gorsini, 
Dr. Nembnla, Fly by Night. Gold Car, Satin 
Slipper, Satirist, Filen d’Or, Flag of Truce, 
Formero, Eberbart, Alpen, Lothario, MacLeod 
of Dare, Martimas, Pirate M., Sam Me- 
Keever, The Kentuckian and the unbeaten 
quartet, Jean Berand, Midlove, Tom Mid- 
dleton and Butter Scotch, besides ethers of 
. demonetratea excellence. In the season’s oper- 
ations Hobart, Banish and Dollie Wiethoff each 
landed in second place eleven times, while Jolly 
Boger has the dubious honor of having nipped 
off third money the greatest number of times— 
thirteen. As it is the four-year-olds that are 
annually depended upon to bring the most sub- 
Btantial reinforcements to tbs handicap class 
this table will repay study because of its bear-
